Mr. Starling's Pretence , 


That Mrs. Jane Ettrick was Married to one 
John Knott, « Drawer at the Crown= 


Tavern im the Strand , in Oppoſition to 
Ar. Ettrick's Bull. 


HIS was objeded and inſiſted on before the Committee, 
l but not made out. The Fact appeared to be, That Richard 
Starling, Father of the ſaid Fane, going to the Eait-Indies, 
and dying there, her Uncle the ſaid Mr. Starling, for ſome 
time pretended to take care of her, but afterwards Deſerted her at 
Lodgings, without paying either for her Board or Cloaths ; and ſhe 
having no Fortune, but this Eſtate in Expectancy, to which he laid 
Claim, Mr. William: Knott, her Unkle by Marriage, in Compaſiion 
took her into his Care, and Maintained her for ſeveral Years. And 
the ſaid Mr. Starling being adviſed by Council, that he had no Right 
to the Eſtate, and that it belonged to the ſaid Jaze, he attempted 
to get a Conveyance from the Truſtees 5 and preſented the Brewers 
Company with a Silver Punch. Bowl (value Twenty Pounds) for 
their Conſent 3 and failing therein, he ſent a Man and Horſe from 
London, to Steal her away from Mr. Krott's Houſe in Lincolnſhire, 
and gave out he would Marry her to a Tradeſman for Five hundred 
Pounds, who ſhould Releaſe the Eſtate to him. 


After theſe PraCtiſes Mr. Kzott took advice how he might ſecure 
the Guardianſhip of her , that her ſaid Uncle might not take 
her from him, without making Satisfaction for her Maintenance, 
and Education, and to that end was adviſed to (and did) Con- 
traſt her in Marriage to his Son, who was only Thirteen Years 
of Age; and after he came to the Age of Conſent, diſagreed, 
releaſed the Contra&t under Hand and Seal ; was preſent in the 
Church at Mr. Ettricks Marriage, and (ſo ſoon as it was over) 
took her by the hand, called her Couſin, Saluted her, and wiſh- 
ed her Joy; and by repeated Ads both before and fince (visz.) 
by Diſclamer and ſeveral Afﬀidavits in Chancery , did renounce 
and abjure the ſaid Contract.
